1° The acquisition of the lightweight title 


by “ Bonny ” Leonard as a result of his 
reoent knockout: vietary over Freddy 
Welsh: adds the eleventh amie to the, 
undisputed list of championship holders’ 
in this class since 1872.° Arthur Cham 
bors wna the first of lightweight bare-.- 
knuckle. pugilixts (o ‘ogtablish his claim tg) ~ 
the premier position in this class when he | 
dofeated " Bay " Edwards in Canada 
Beptember 4th, 1872. Chambers ig gen- 
erally accorded the title until 1881, when 
he retired and was succeeded by Jack 
Dempsey. The latter soon grew too heavy 
and advanced to the welter-weight di 
wion, being succeeded in turn by Jack 
McAuliffe He reigned supreme .tintil 
1893, when be retired undefeated, "being 
the last of the lightweight champions to 
lay aside the gloves without avblemish 
upon his record. ” 

“ Kid” Lavigne then ‘tuok up the title, 
and ‘it. was,not until 1899 that Frank Erne 
wrested the boners from Layigne in a 

Jtwenty-round. battle at Buffalo, Some 
three yonrs later Joe Gans knocked out 
Erne in @ round, and for six years waa 
generally conceded the . championship, 
although ‘ Jimmy ’’ Britt also claimed it 
whon Gans would not make the weight for 
him after he had stopped Erov in seven 
rounds. In the meantime “ Battling” 
Nelson was rapidly gaining prominence 
in the division, and after dofeating Britt 
challenged Gans. He lost the firat. battle 
on a. foul in the forty-cecond round, but 
followed with tivo knockout victories over 
the negro and was hailed as undisputed 
title holder, 

Nelson’s reign lasted two years, the 
Dane losing to Ad Wallet on February 
22nd, 1910, at the end of forty rounds of 
vicious fightin when ‘he wag both blind 
and helpless, but still on his feet, and 
the referee stopped the battle to save him 
from further punishment. On November 
28th, 1912, Willie Ritchie won from Wol- 
gast on o foul in the sixteenth round. 
Some twa years later Ritichie went to 
London, where he lost his title to Freddio 
Weish at the end of a 20-round bout on 
the referee’s decision. Welsh staved off 
defeat for three years, and it. was aot 
until his third ten-round battle with 
Leonard that he was, foreed to give up 
the_ championship. 

Not including Leonard’s record, it wall 
be’ seen that in forty-five years there have 
been just.ien undisputed title holders and 
that the average of time of ‘championship 
possession has been about four and o half 
ents, Chambers, the first of the chain, 
is genorally conceded to have held the 
honour with but little opposition for a 
period of about 12 years. McAuliffe had 
‘an absolutely clear claim to the title for 
eight years and wag followed in point of 
duration by Lavigne and Gans. The 
first three champions retired or outgrew 
the class, but after: McAuliffc’s time the 
title passed from holder to holder as a 
result of a knockout or reféree’s decision.

to arrange to go om sight separate days. 
1 notice that Officers are to be obliged 
to buy serge uniforms and serge shirta, 
which are, therefore, presumably neces- 
sary. for them.
